EXPLANATION

This bill appropriates moneys for fiscal year 2007=2008
from the general fund of the state to the college student aid
commission, the department for the blind, the department of
education, and the state board of regents and its
institutions.

The bill appropriates to the department for the blind for
its administration.

The bill includes appropriations to the college student aid
commission for general administrative purposes, student aid
programs, an initiative directing primary care physicians to
areas of the state experiencing physician shortages,
forgivable loans for Des Moines university == osteopathic
medical center students, the national guard educational
assistance program, the teacher shortage programs, for the
registered nurse loan and nurse educator forgiveness program,
aRd Egilthe all lowa opportunity assistance program created in
the bill.

The bill reduces the $2.75 million standing appropriation
for the lowa work=study program for fiscal year 2007=2008 to
$395,600. In statute, the bill provides for modest increases
to the tuition grant program for not=for=profit and for=profi
postsecondary institutions and for vocational=technical
grants. The bill appropriates funds from the scholarship and
tuition grant reserve fund for barber school and school of
cosmetology arts and sciences tuition grants.

The bill creates an all lowa opportunity foster care grant
program and an all lowa opportunity scholarship program and
fund under the purview of the college student aid commission.
The grant program provides financial assistance for
postsecondary education or training for young adults age 18
through 23 who were involved with the state"s foster care or
juvenile justice programs. A young adult must apply for the
financial assistance program and commence the education or
training prior to becoming age 23. The scholarship program
provides grants to pay the tuition and mandatorY fee costs for
resident students_attending lowa®s community colleges and
regents universities.

The bill appropriates moneys to the department of education

for purposes of the department"s general administration,
vocational education administration, division of vocational
rehabilitation services, independent living, state library for
general administration and the enrich_lowa_program, librar
service area system, public broadcasting division, regiona
telecommunications councils, vocational education to secondary
schools, school food service, lowa empowerment fund, textbooks
for nonpublic school ?upils, statewide education data
warehouse, advanced placement, vocational agriculture youth
organizations, jobs for America®s graduates specialist, and
community colleges.

The bill also appropriates money for a four=year=old
preschool program, expansion of the federal Individuals With
Disabilities Education Improvement Act birth through age three
services, a before and after _school grant program established
by the bill, a beginning administrator mentoring and induction
program, and a statewide education data warehouse.

The bill amends 2006 lowa Acts to reallocate a portion of
the funds from the reading instruction pilot project grant
program for teacher training and the reconstruction of reading
recovery in Spanish program and for the lowa empowerment fund
for _implementation of the business community investment
advisory council report and recommendations. The bill also
amends 2006 lowa Acts to reduce from $15 million to $10
million the appropriation for early care, health, and
education and preschool programs and initiatives for FY
2007=2008 and FY 2008=2009. These provisions take effect upon
enactment.

The bill also appropriates funds to the department of
education for transfer to the department of human services for
early head start pilot projects, a statewide mandatory child
care registration study, and state child care assistance
eligibility extension.

The bill also expands the standards for community college
instructors by providing that all instructors who are under
contract for at least half=time or more must meet the
standards, not just the full=time faculty.

The bill makes contingent appropriations for the
supplemental strategies and educational services grant program
established in the bill, and for the implementation of the
core contents standards and establishment of the voluntary
model core curriculum which the bill directs the state board
of education in statute, to adopt.

Also_in statute, the bill permits an appeal to a
reorganization decision by an area education agency board to
be appealed to the state board of education, requires school
districts to adopt a student advancement policy, and makes a
student®s receiving district responsible for making driver
education available to a student participating in open
enrollment. The bill also repeals the reading instruction
pilot project grantfprogram, which was scheduled for repeal
June 30, 2008, and for which the department of education
failed to receive applications from school districts.

The bill treats virtual shared classes like other types of
shared classes that receive supplemental funding by providing
that both the school district that provides the class and the
instructor and the school district that receives the class
over the lowa communications network receive supplemental
funding of one=twentieth of the percentage of a student"s
school day spent in the virtual class. The bill provides the
same percentage of supplemental funding for a school district
that receives a community college class meeting the criteria
under Code section 257.11, subsection 3, over the lowa
communications network. The bill provides for a teacher
incentive, requiring that the school district that provides
the instructor and class reserves 50 percent of the
supplemental funding it receives for extra pay to the
instructor.

The bill appropriates moneys to the state board of regents
for the board office, for tuition replacement, universities”
general oEeratlng budgets, the southwest lowa graduate studies
center, the tristate graduate center, the quad=cities graduate
studies center, lowa"s obligation as a member of the
midwestern higher education compact, the state university of
lowa, lowa state university of science and technology, the
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university of northern lowa, the lowa school for the deaf, the
lowa braille and sight saving school, and for tuition and
transportation costs for students residing in the lowa Braille
and sight saving school and the lowa school for the deaf. The
bill also funds the Larned A. Waterman lowa nonprofit
resources center at the state university of lowa.

The bill includes a provision that requires the director of
a department or agency to which appropriations are made under
the bill to assess employment positions that could be
effectively performed via telecommuting, to report assessment
results to the director of administrative services and the
general assembly by November 1, 2007, and to implement a
policy by January 1, 2008, and begin submitting annual reports
to the department of administrative services and the general
assembly beginning January 1, 2009.
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
